DR. J.B. MURPHY, 
FAMOUS SURGEON, 
EXPIRES SUDDENLY 


Chicagoan Had Gained World- 


Wide Reputation for Treat- 
ing Unique Cases. 


PIONEER IN MANY PATHS 


Intestinal Surgery One of His 
Extraordinary Fields — Had 
Been Ill for Months. 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., Aug. 12. 
—Dr. John B. Murphy of Chicago, one of 
the world's most renowned surgeons, 
died yesterday suddenly at a hotel when 
on a summer outing. An attack of heart 
disease was the immediate 
death. Dr. Murphy had been 
health for several months an. some hai 
ascribed his condition to the poisoned 
soup he ate at the banquet given t 
Archbishop Mundelein at the University 
Club, Chicago, last winter. 

The famous surgeon, who recently was 


knighted by Pope Benedict for his re- 
searches in surgery, was only 58 years 
old. He had been active for many years, 
having made many advances in the 
*reatment of diseases that had previous- 
ly baffied medical experts. His pioneer 
surgery in cases of appendicitis, later 
in the treatment of other intestinal dis- 
orders and more recently in the serum 
neutralization of rheumatic and other 
joint troubles had made him known all 
over the world. 

Dr. Murphy had been indisposed since 
last February. Thursday he had a sink- 
ing spell and a state of partial coma fol- 
iowed. He remained in a precarious con- 
dition until an acute attack of heart 
disease seized him yesterday about 
o'clock. He died in a few minutes. 

Dr. Murphy's last thoughts had to do 
with the further enlightenment of his 
profession. 

Dr. L. L. McArthur and Dr. James E. 
Keefe, who attended the surgeon, said 
that shortly before their patient becams 
unconscious he told them he knew his 
true condition, he had diagnosed his own 
case, and he wanted an autopsy held 9 
prove he was correct. He said further 
that his trouble originally had been 
caused by an affection of the throat, 
which later had extended to the heart.

Murphy Considered Founder of 
Intestinal Surgery. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Dr. Murphy 
reached pre-eminence in every branch 
of surgery but he may be called the

It was the “Murphy 
button,’’ a metal capsule for uniting 
severed intestines, that in the early 
nineties brought its inventor into prom- 
inenee. The button made it easy for 
any moderately skilled practitioner to 
perform the “impossibie’’ operation of 
uniting a severed intestine. The story 
of ites introduction is characteristic of 
Dr. Murphy. 

In 1888 in Chicago, when Dr, Murphy 
was & young surgeon known chiefly for 
having collected a half share of the 
then remarkably large fee of $6000 for 
treating the policemen injured in the 
Haymarket anarchist outrages, he was 
riding down in the elevator from his 
office with Dr. Franklin H. Martin. 
Martin had known Murphy since he was 
an Irish lad working in a Chicago drug 
store. Murphy took out of his pocket 
a metal ball about the size of an En- 
Blish walnut, 

“There,” said Murphy, ‘“‘s the thing 
that is going to revolutionize intestinal 
surgery. I’ve tried it on 20 dogs with 
perfect success,” 

“You wouldn't try it on a human be- 
ing, would you?” asked Martin. 

“Firet chance I get,’ exclaimed Mur- 
phy emphatically. 

It was several years, however, before 
the button was brought to the atten- 
tion of a really important gathering of 
surgeons. Murphy read a paper on the 
button in 192 i8mn New York before the 
convention of the Academy of Surgery. 
Among his auditors was Dr, Charles 
McBurney, wha, later was head surgeon 
for President McKinley. Dr. McBurney 
asked Dr. Murphy to demonetrate the 
use of the button the next day at his 
clinic. A gathering of celebrated HEu- 
ropean and American surgeons was on 
hand. 

Murphy was ready at the appointed 
hour. The patient was a man suffering 
with a gangrene of the intestine, which 
had been suffered for weeks to drain in 
the open, as even Ir, McBurney could 
not undertake to cut out the necrosed 
lenath and reunite the tube. The man's 
death could not have been deferred 
many days. 

"Are you ready, 
Dr. MeBurney. 

“Yes, sir,"’ replied Murphy. ‘Prepare 
your patient and show me where you 
want the intestine joined and 1 will jotu 
gs 

Dr. Murphy Was more than six feet 
tail, of impressive voice and presence 
lie made his atatement with c.gnity and 
‘waited. Then. when the patient was 
made ready, he stepped forward and in 
D seconds snapped the button in place. 
The effect on the assembly was electric, 
Incidentally, the patient made a perfect 
recovery.

He 
said he had been working for a man up 
near Buffalo and that it was hard for 
him to get his pay. He said his em- 
ployer always had money, but was 
stingy. When he asked for money, even 
though $10 was coming, the man would 
say to his housekeeper, ‘“‘Margaret, give 
this fellow some money” and she would 
answer: “‘Why, Charley, I haven't but a 
few cents.’’ Then he went on to say that 
the farmer kept getting more and more 
behind in his pay until he had to go 
back and stealit and pay them back for 
being so mean. 

‘TI didn't know what he meant by that, 
but later when I read of the murder of 
Margaret Wolcott and Charles Phelps 
I couldn't help thinking of what the 
tramp said and remembering those 
names.

| Magna Charta. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Magna Charta of England owes its exist- 
ence to the fight made by the English Catholic 
Church to protect its liberties against the tyran- 
nical encroachments of royaity. King John had 
been excommunicated by Pope Innocent III for 
erimes against the freedom of the church. He 
6céon, however, submitted and the ban was lifted 
on his promise of respecting and upholding in 
the future-the liberties, elections and temporalities 
of the church. 

King John, balked in his design to enslave the 
Catholic Church, determined to rivet more tightly 
the feudal chains around the neck of the aris- 
tecracy by enforcing his personal laws against 
them. But the church, the only champion of free- 
dom in those ages, again stepped to the front 
and L-Larred the way of royal absolutism. Stephen 
Langdon, papal delegate and Archbishop of Lon- 
don. who had already worsted King John in vin- 
dicating the church's rights, took up the gauntlet 
thrown down. by the King against the Barons, and 
atter a short, but strenuous fight they forced the 
King to sign the famous document June, 1215, at 
Runnymede. 

Magna Charta provided that the King could not 
enforce his personal laws against either Barons, 
clergy or freemen. The vast majority of the En- 
Blish people, Anglos, Saxons, Jutes, etc., did not 
come within the ‘purview of Magna Charta. They 
were only serf slaves or villeins and had no rights 
except as the property. of the Lords, who owned 
them as they owned any other livestock. Hence 
the term “Saxon swine” uhiversally applied to 
them by the Anglo-Norman nobility. Green, in 
his history of the English people, states that the 
majority of the English people got neither po- 
litical or civil rights in Magna Charta, and Lord 
Macaulay, in his history, caustically criticises 
the Anglo-Saxon boastings by comparing them to 
Haytien negrees who, he says, have as much 
right to appropriate to themselves the _ great 
achlevement of France as the Anglo-Saxons have 
to claim for themselves the glories and greatness 
of England. The Anglo-Normans made England 
strong and powerful, but it was the genius of the 
Catholic Church that gave her freedom.

LOCK-OUTS IMPLY BECOGNITION. 

When, as in the case of the milk wagon drivers’ 
strike, a number of employers whose men have 
not struck but who belong to the union, are per- 
emptorily locked out, the act of shutting these 
men out and refusing to permit them to work is 
really an act of recognition of the union. The 
ymen are locked out, not because they have struck 
or threatened to strike, but simply because they 
‘tite to a union, some of whose members have 
struck. 

Firms that resort to the lock-out of union men 
and then refuse to arbitrate, on the ground that 
they will have nothing to do with the unions, 
are inconsistent and unjust. They recognized 
the union when it suited their purpose, to deal 
it what they hoped would prove a vital blow, in 
the lockout. ‘They refuse to recognize it when, 
by such recognition, they might be compelled to 
listen to arguments for better conditions for the 
workers. 

A lockout, also, implies a combine of employ- 
ers. Its use is to prevent the success of a com- 
bine of employes. Lockouts are as anarchistic 
and anti-social as boycotts and sabottage. Like 
the sympathetic strike, they punish friend and 
foe indiscriminately.

AMERICAN PROSE. 

In compiling “American Prose,” Wal- 
ter C. Bronson, professor of English 
literature in Brown University, has 
duplicated the service which he ren- 
dered in compiling “American Poems,” 
to which the present work is intended to 
be a companion volume. 

This book. like the other, is intended 
chiefly for use in schools and colleges, 
but iss admirably adapted also to the 
needs of private readers who want t» 
acquire or renew acquaintance with the 
representative prose literature of the 
country. 

The selections cover the period from 
1607 to 1865 and include the work of 37 
authors. The editor's plan has been tv 
limit the number of authors, especially 
in the nineteenth century, and ive 
more space to each. The seventeenth 
and eighteenth century selections are 
expected to supply all the. reading in 
these periods that most classes will need 
and as much as most private readera 
will desire. They have been chosen for 
their historical significance, as well as 
their literary interest, and represent rhe 
various phases of American life in co- 
lonial and revolutionary times. 

The selections from the prose of the 
nineteenth century are limited to tales, 
essays and orations by the greater writ- 
ers for the period closing with the en! 
of the Civil War. The speeches by Cal- 
houn, Webster and Lincoln afferd a bda- 
sis for the study of American oratory 
in its prime, and at a great crisis in 
the history of the nation. 

The text follows the early editions, 
with spelling, capitalization, punctua- 
tion, use of italics, etc., retaining the 
flavor and atmosphere of the early 
works and gaining a sense of the histori- 
cal development of language and typo- 
graphical usage. 

The explanatory notes are few and 
brief and deal oniv with points of real 
difficulty. The illustrative notes consist 
mainly of specimens of contemporary 
criticism on writers of the nineteenth 
century. Prof. Bronson gives credit to 
his wife as co-editor of the book.

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THINKING AS A SCIENCE. 
HE trouble with us is that we don’t 
T think, we just think we think, ac- 
cording to Henry Hagzlitt. who 
undertakes in his “Thinking as a 
Science’ to tell us how to think. The 
treatment of the subject is facile rather 
than profound, but for that reason it 
may be serviceable to the greatest num- 
ber, those who have not learned to 
think and whe would therefore have 
difficulty in following the thought of 
the author on the subject of thinking, 
if it were profound. 

Methods are suggested for increasing 
one’s efficiency as a thinker. The im- 
portance of concentration is emphasiz- 
ed. Prejudice and uncertainty are dis- 
cussed. The value of debate and con- 
versation is pointed out. The advant- 
age of writing one’s thoughts is men- 
tioned. 

Speaking about concentration, how- 
ever, the author sagely reminds that 
the value of concentration depends a!- 
most entirely on the subject concen- 
trated on.” 

“Talking to yourself’ is recommend- 
ed, under certain circumstances, as an 
aid to concentration. The circum- 
Stances are that “to practice it you 
must either lock yourself up in your 
room, or sit alone in a forest or field, 
or walk along unfrequented streets and 
byways. You can by No means allow 
any one to hear or see you talking to 
yourself. If you are caught doing this. 
some asinine idiot is sure to mistake 
vou for one.” 

It will not be denied that there is 
need for more and better thinking. 
There is help in Haslitt’s book for those 
who want definite suggestions as to 


how to improve their thinking. (E. P. 


Dutton & Co.)

A of Joseph Fels, by Mary Fels, 
one feels that he was an inspired 
millionaire.

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CRIMINALITY AND BCONOMICS. 
E have been so Busy making 
money that we have sot given 

much time to the problems confronting 
us. We have even neglected for a 
long time to borrow from our European 
neighbors the experiences they have 
accumulated. Just a handful of inter- 
ested students have realized the need 
of studying one of our important prob- 
loms—that of criminality. Many of our 
sociologists are still living on the find- 
ings of the “Italian school,” with its 
theory of the “born criminal,” as mart- 
feated through stigmata of the crim- 
inal. Yet this theory has been fairly 
aiscredited, because the investigations 
upon which it is based did not embrace 
a .argke enoagh number of cases and be- 
cause they were made practically en- 
tirely in one country. Algo no attempt 
was made to find out how widespread 
the same ‘stigmata’ Were among per- 
sons not in prison. . 

Among the newer sociologists are 
those who look at the problem of crim- 
inality from the economic point of view, 
They study the environment in order 
te find the basic reasons for criminali- 
ty. Dr. William Adrian Benger of Am- 
sterdam, Holland, is one of the recog- 
nized authorities on this subject. A 
book he wrote in French some years ago 
resulted in a great deal of discussion 
or the problem. His book, “Criminality 
and Keonomic Conditions,” has been 
rendered into English by Henry P. 
ljivrton and published under the aus- 
pices of the American Institute of 
Criminal Law and Criminology. This 
organization nas rendered the country 
s:gnal service in causing a number of 
important works on this subject to be 
translated and published here. Among 
these works Dr. Bonger’s book takes 
first rank. 

Beginning with Thomas More's ideas 
on the subject, as expressed in his 
“Utopia,” the author reviews the ideas 
and findings of criminologists, sociolo- 
gists and economists up to the time his 
own book is written. He discusses ther 
jacas carefully and cympathetically. He 
then proceeds to show that the only 
acientific view to take of criminality is 
the economic view. For even the pres- 
ence or absence of moral ideas in the 
criminal, or any one else, are due large- 
fy to the environment in which one 
finds oneself. The environment is due 
mainiy to the economic gtatus under 
which one lives. 

In his preface to the American edition. 
Written in English by the author, he 
ridicules the American sociologists who 
propose “‘sterilization™ of criminals as 
a@ method of abolishing crime’ He re- 
gards this as a superficial remedy which 
can never be efficacious. 

His own remedy is that of changing 
the economic svatem so that the new 
society would promote altruism rather 
than egoism. Since all crime, prac- 
tically, is due to economic maladjust- 
ment, as the .author demonstrates, he 
feels that when this maladjustment is 
done away with, criminality will prac- 
tically disappear, or at least will be- 
come almost a negligible quantity. 

Whether one agrees with the author 

r, not, his book is of unusual tmport 
bePause it. is comprehensive and thor 
cugh.
